We are glad to learn througli the 
medium of the Government organ that 
the "filling in of the coflonlaiii will be 
completed in about twelve days' tiiiie, 
that the work is being inishcd on with 
vigor, and that the force at work will 
be increased to forty-uiglit men on 
Tuesday. "Ihis," continues the organ, 
"shows" the benefit of having a live 
Government in power." Considering 
that the "live Government" were morn 
than one year " in power" before they 
took ft step towards completing the 
dam ; and considering, also, that they 
took no action until after the ksh of 
public opinion, a.s cxiiressed through 
The Colonist, luul fallen upon then- 
backs, we think we can fairly claim 
a share of the credit that the organ ap- 
propriates for its masters.

The Government organ iia.s got 
Colonist "on the brain" again. The cere- 
bral affection, which appears to attack 
him periodically, has brought him to the 
verge of penal servitude on several oc- 
casions and secured him corporeal pun- 
ishment times without number. It is 
not very long ago that a contributor to 
the coltimns of the organ served twelve 
months in Victoria cliain'^ar." for

It would bo waste of 
time and valuable .space to refer to such 
an adversary through the columns of a 
decent newspaper.

The murder of Mr. Jknkinson at 
Telegraph Greek is one of the most

A maiden lady, jMi.ss Julia Addis- 
cott, the keeper of a house for friend- 
less girls at Deptfortl, has just been 
committed for trial on the charge of 
manslaughter of three children who 
were entrusted to hei' care. Tho Home 
is an institution supported by charit- 
able contributions, and at the time 
when Miss .-Vddiscott was taken into 
custody contained 10 inmates, all little 
children. It appears to have boon a 
baby farm in disguise. .She systematic- 
ally starved and ill-treated the children 
on(^ of whom was rescued by her father, 
an onndhus drivtr, wlio went to Dept- 
ford,and was so shocked at the condition

EoiTOit ('oi.o.s'ist:-- In most coun- 
tries every effort is made by those pos- 
sessing authority to promote immigra- 
tion and induce persons to become pt^v- 
inanent residents, and until the last 
session of the Provincial Legislature no 
exception could be taken in this re- 
spect to the policy pursued by succes- 
sive Governments in British Columbia.

SufEocatins tho Enomy in Oavos— Two 
Farallol Xnoidonts. 

Few incidents in modern warfare 
have provoked such extended acrimon- 
ious discussion as the Algerian affair 
of the Caves of the (Julcd I'iahs, wiiich 
all readers of h'iiii/hi/it;'s IHMoi ij will 
renieiubcr. In.lune, IS|,"), the Ouled 
Hiabs, closely persued by Pelissiere, 
Saint ,\rnaud, and l>e J'Admirault, 
took refuge in one of the caverns with 
which tlieir country abounded. Pelis- 
siere, surrounding the cave, first kindl- 
ed fagots nt its entrance to convince 
the .\rabs that the I'rencli could smoke 
them out lit pleasure, and then threw 
in letters demanding a surrender. 
Tho Ai'abs offered to surrender if tho 
troops were withdrawn. Tho condi- 
tion was deemed inadriiissible and more 
fagots were lighted. .A tremendous i 
clamor was heard witlun of the hun- . 
dreds of wretches in dispairing council. 
There were two ]iarties, ijut tlio fnna- ' 
tics prevailed, and the French terms j 
were again refused. Some of the min- | 
ority escaped, and the wives and i 
daughters of all endeavored to fly, but 
were .shot down by their husbands and 
fathers, resolved to impose as well as 
to endure martyrdom. Still another 
cartel was sent in by the horrified 
French, but the officer was fired on, 
and on the night of the 19tli, "losing 
all patience and no longer having a 
hope of otherwise subduing these fanac- 
tics, who formed a porjietual nucleus 
of revolt in the country, the hre v.-as 
rendered more intense than it had yet 
been. During this time the cries of 
unhajjpy wretches who were being suf- 
focalial wero dreadful, but gradually 
nothing was heard beyond the cracking 
of fagots. Tho ' troops entered and 
found 500 dead bodies. " Tiiis dreadful 
story caused a terrible outcry in Eng- 
land against French inhumanity, andyet, 
after all, wherein did it differ, except 
as to the magnitude of tho scale on 
which it was conducted, from this 
which WH lind reported in the Cape. 
Watcfiman: 

"Some dynamite that had been sent 
for arrived, and tho Colonel decided to 
ilecr,. Sergeant Jones, who

We put out tlie fire as 
quickly as possible, and, after some 
delay, four men and a boy came out, 
giving up one old gun and a few asso- 
gaies. Then there -was a pause, and 
tho others called that they ■were so 
stupid with the smoke that they could 
not got out. Some of our men volun- 
teered to go in and help them, which 
when they did the treacherous brutes 
inside fired on them. This was too 
much. Wo piled up the fire and kept 
it going till sundown, the consequence 
being that nine men and ten boys 
wero killed in the cave, and three es- 
caped in the night, but havo since been 
taken. Ono of them died from the 
effects of the fire, and the other two 
are still very bad but likely to recover

Tho writer saj's tliitt flic Tiidiaii Johu.son, 
whose native name is Cia-a-ka, firat shot 
and then stabbed tlie deceased. Ho also 
aiatos that Johnson fought like a doincn 
when the special constables approached 
him to effect his arrest and that after ho 
had boon Bitot throiigli tliu loft shoiddor 
and tho iipjjor part of hi.s tliigli ho con- 
tinued to liglit with olio hand until he 
was knocked down with a mu.slvot. When 
charged with tho nuirdor ho thanked Ood 
for what ho liad done. He now lies iti 
jail in a very precarious condition. An 
inquest was held on the body of tho de- 
ceased and tho jury teturned a vurdiot in 
accordance with tlio fact.i already made 
known. It was elicited that tho pistol 
wound would not ncce.ssarily have proved 
fatal and that death en.Hiiod from tho 
efTocts of the stabs. The funeral of the 
deceased was to take place at Glenora 
Landing on tho 21st inst.

About 10 o'clock yesterday luorning, 
whilst Mr. Miles, an ouiployiS of Mr. J. 
Batohelor, butcher, was engaged hunting 
up cattle in the bush in the vicinity of 

Harris' pond, he came across the skeleton 
of a white man. Ho iinuiediately com- 
niunicatetl with tho police and in the 
afternoon Sergt. Blooinfiokl aiul Ollicor 
Roycraft, accompanied by a reporter from 
T/te Colonist office, proceeded to filr. 
Batchelor's ^ughter house at the head of 
Fort street. Thence under the guidance 
of Mr. Miles thoy were conducted to a 
sochided spot about 300 yards northeast 
of the pond, where tlio remains wero 
found. Tlie l)oiies, although entirelj' do- 
void of tle.sh, wore still enca.sod in tho 
clothes which tho unfortunate manhad worn 
at tho time of Ids death. His outer gar- 
ments consisted of a bh-ick coat with vel- 
vet collar, black single-breasted vest and 
black pants. On his feet were strong 
top-boots, tho one on tho left foot being 
patched in front, just over the joint of 
tho largo toe. Ho had ou a white linen 
shirt closely pleated and threo iinder- 
shii'ts, which would denote that he came 
to his death during tho cold weather of 
last winter. On his left-hand aitle lay a 
black felt hat and armiml his waist was a 
pink and black woolen comforter. In his 
pockets a hair comb, empty razor-case and 
pipe were found and almost underneath his 
body, a closed ouo-bladed pocket knife, 
which had probably fallen from his hip 
pocket, was discovered. No papew what- 
ever wore found witli tho exception of 
wliat appeared to bo a portion of an en- 
To'»pe on wliich nu writing was discernible. 
The razor-case was closetl, but although 
tho surrounding ground was carefully in- 
spected, no nizor could bo hoou. Tho 
body hiy on its back with the hips resting 
in a slight dojiressioii of the ground. On 
turning the body over tho police ollieers dis 
covered that tho back ami tails of the de- 
ceased's coat had been dragged up towards 
his neck as if the body had been dr,i\vu 
along tho ground by the feet or legs. On 
further examination it was also soon that 
the end of the comforter above mention- 
ed trailed from tho back of his \r.iist he- 
yiitid his head. Thes(> facts, eoiiduued 
witil tho L;reat i]ii|ii'nbaljibty of a man i;o- 
itig to sueli a loi'ality of liis free will in 
' what was doubtless sevore weathor, give 
rise to suspicion that the unkneiwii man 
, came in his death by fold uiealis and was 
j hidden in the wooda to prevent tlio dis- 
I covery of any clue to tlie minder. Tho 
I absence of pistol, razor, bottlo cemtaining 
poison oi' any other instrument of self do- 
strnetion woiiKlseem to strengthen such a 
suspicion. 'I'he deceased was a man of 
about 110 years of age, with an abundance 
of white luiir and a greyish moustache and 
goatee. In height ho was about 6 ft. 10 
in. and apparently a largo-framed man. 
oevfi'.'U of the teeth in the lower jaw and 
the two centre ones in the upper jaw are 
missing. Several of tlio linger b.-mes of 
the right hand are also delieient.

Tlio Canada Paoiflo Railroad. 

Xf.w York, Aug. 11 — A St. Paul spe- 
cial sajrs: A party of Canadian otlicers 
arrived from an inspection of the country 
north of Lake Superior. The country 
traversed was of tho wildest description, 
worthless for settlement, but having rich 
undeveloped silver mines. The otlicers 
reported insurmountable dilhculties at- 
tending the conalriiction of tho Canada 
Pacific Railroad in tho region through 
which they passed. Ou two sections of 
the road, which pass through a dense and 
almost inaccoasildi' couiilrv, tlie grading 
is completed, after bla.sting riOO,000 cubic 
feet of granite.

GREAT FLOODS IN ENfiLAND. 
Thirty Honrs' Steady Rainfall. 

TROt-'BLE THUEATENlNt; IN .MADRA.S. 

ENGLAND AND IRELAND. 
London, Aug. 18. — At Lurgan, Ire- 
land, on Saturday, 200 ])olice charged 
on the mob with fixed bayonets. The 
police wore beaten hack ami twenty of 
their number injured. Rival mobs 
fired at each other with rifles and one 
leader of the Catholic party had some 
dynamite, wliich exploded, injuring him 
fatally. 

In consequence of the storm traffic 
is suspended 011 the railway. The 
viaduct e,t Slandula.s, Wales, has been 
washed away, also some of the bridges. 
Several sewers were burst by freshets 
on the Liverpool railways. Birkenhead 
is flooded. Tliero has been thirty hours 
of continuous rain at Chester in Derb}'- 
-shire. The Trent and Derwont rivers 
overflowed and all low lying land.s are 
flooded. Wheat is gradually rotting 
and any crops left standing will not 
pay for cutting. The rain at Sheffield 
was so violent as to wash away the 
foundation of five houses in tho course 
of construction. 

A week's notice of five jicr cent, re- 
duction of wages of operatives has been 
posted in most of the cotton mills at 
Staleybridgo, where 200,000 spindks 
are running on short time and 200,000 
stopped altogellior, while G3C,000 are 
working full time. A more general 
adoption of the short time system is 
expected this winter. In Ashton-upon- 
Tyiie 4 25,000 S])iiidles are stop|)ed ami 
200,000 work on short time.

000 barrels of oil. The tank was torn 
to pieces, and the burning oil flowed 
down the hillside, destroying several 
oil wells nnd five dwellings, and com- 
municated to a tank of 5,000 barrels, 
owned by L. E. Brown, which, togeth- 
er with the loading rack of the united 
pipe line, was destroyed. Total loss, 
§40,000. 

Washington, Aug. 13. — Frank T.

McGee was found 
with tho whole upper part of his skull 
blown ofFand his gun by his side, evi- 
dences showing ho killed liiniself. Da- 
mon was milking at tlio time and un- 
aware of IMcGee's intentions. The 
cause is founded on Damon's purchas- 
ing a mortgage of McGee's property.

MTTNIOIPAL BTLA-W. 

A Bylaw to;pivlnhil tlf erection of Wooden 
Buildhigi within certain -.Firaldmits 
within the City of ^"ictona : 

1. That Buoh part of tnu City lioinuled 
on tho North by Johnson strt-ot, on the 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad stroot and on tlie West by tlio 
Water Frontage bo lioroby declareil with- 
in tho Firo Limits of the City of Victoria. 
Tho cuiitro of Johnson to centra of Fort 
from coiiti-e of l!ro:itl .shuU he liniit.'i ro- 
ferroil to above. 

2. All IJuildinys heienfter elected with- 
in tho Firo Limits shall liave thoir outside 
Walls and party Wtills made of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible material and 
such outsitlo Walls shall extend four feet 
above Wall Plate of Roof, and party Walla 
.shall also extend to same height above 
Wall Plate of Hoof. Roofs shall bo cov- 
ered with such material as will afTord pro- 
tection against Firo and tho W.alls shall 
be 80 constructed a.s to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly anil completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of the interior and 
exterior of .any adjoinhig Building. If 
tho apex of Roof should exceed tho height 
of Fire Walls, then tho Roof must be 
covered with such material as will afford 

Eroteotion against Fire. In ■ tho case of 
lables the "Walls aro to bo carried up to 
the full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
The term Building, as applied in this 
Section, hhall not include Privies or 
Sheds for stor.'igo of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, alone, or otlior incombustible 
matoriids, shall bo made to conform to 
this Oi'dinanee. 

4 Tho Wooden Building within the 
Sitid Fire Limits shall not bo altered or 
changed without tho written [)ernussion of 
tlio Chief Engineer of the ^'ictoria Firo 
Department, approved by a majority of 
tho Firo Wardens, which permit sliall 
specify fully the altenitions or changes re- 
quired, and no .such porniit sli.all bo given 
if any increa.su will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in tho si'/.o of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or if such rep.iirs ur alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-fivepor cent. Tlio ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on file in tho 
office of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho said Fire 
Limits shall bo removed except to a por- 
tion of tho same lot on which it st^ndis or 
to a point outside the Fire Limits. 

G. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to bo, in 
tho judgment of tho Chief Engineer and 
a ni.-xjority of tho Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Firo Limits shall, 
in tho judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Fire Wardens, be 
damaged by firo to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value; tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ton days 
after receiving tho same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Stonj BHiWi/i^f.i— Foundations 
to bo not less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not leas than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gravol, as the case may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Tit-o Story Buildings— 
Foundations to bo not less th.an twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the caso may bo. Brick iraHs— Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not loss than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any iierson or persons violating any 
of tlio provisions of tills Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tho Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than ono hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing Bueh violation shall bo deemed 
a now offence and punished accordingly. 

9. Tho Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Department and the Firo ^ya^dens 
are required to see that the provisions of 
til is Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposes as " Tho Bylaw for Prohibiting 
tho Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1870. '
